ear. It is supposed they were cliloro 
formed firjt, as no sijjns of any struggle 
appeared. Each victim was lying as if 
asleep and the odor of ohioroform was 
noticeable when the h^Jdil^s worn discov- 
ered, I^Irs. White was idso .shot throii^;!! 
the left, arm. No clue ha.s yet been dis- 
covered, although tr.acks r(uin(l the hnu.so 
indicate that a guard was placed while the 
niurder was being perpetrated. Crouch 
was a wealthy farmer living seven miles 
Boutheast of Jackson, and owns an ex- 
tensive sheep ranch in Te.xas. It was ru- 
mored that he had just received fe'SOjOOO 
from a Texas paymoni for tliu sulu of a 



ranch. Bankers hero state thiitiio money 
was deposited by Crouch and presumed 
that the money was in Crouch's hands. 
Holly was stopping at Crouch's house. 
He had just o >me from Texas with a large 
niiiount of niony for the purpose of buying 
blooded st:)ek. Tliu theory is that he 
(IIollj') was fullowed friuii Te.tas by the 
murderer or iiiurdcrers for the purpose 
(if robl)cry.

are applicable also to machinists, acroU,^ 
sawyers, cabinet makers, carpentera,priiit- , 
ers, and a hjst'nf others, lu many eastern i 
cities the.sc establishments are sovonil j 
stories lii'^li, and the power i.s often tr.-ms \ 
mitted to them by lono lon;;llis of bi.dting j 
from other buildiii;^s. Such est.ihliah 
merta become coiiiiiiercial busines.s ceii- 
'ires, and the bulletin boards suspended on 
each side of the door indicate the ditl'er- 
ont floors on which each manufactory 
is to be found. There is little doubt 
that an (j.xiierinient with a biiildiin; 
supplied with steam power aiul capabb- 
of division for tho purpose of a number of 
small industries would prove successful. 
It would not bo necessary to spend Sifi,- 
000 on a new building at first, as one al 
ready erected sullieiently Hul>Btaii1.ial md 
furiiiMhed with a reliable engine atidboilor 
would answer, every i)ur[]ose as a begin- 
ning and do more to encourage thi,' grow 
ing manufacturing industries of the city 
than anything else. As it is now any man 
of small means dusinnis of commencing a 
small manu''-ictiiriiig biiaine.ss tinda hiui 
self deb.arred on account of the e.\[ieiise 
of independent power on i?vi ii a small 
acale. It is moreover iniii.ibhible to enter 
many work3hoi>8 in Victoria without be- 
ing struck by tho fact how much the cost 
of production would be lessened by the 
introductirm of a few comparatively inex- 
pensive machines driven by hired power. 
Kuw that the .spirit uf progress ia aelive, 
and niurioy is seeking investment in b.uild- 
ing and real estate, small manufacturers 
should receive every encouragement as 
the pioneers of the future industrial pros- 
perity of Victoria on which the value of 
real estate and tiie growth of tho city 
must largely depend. It is to be hoped 
that anmo adventurous capitalist will see 
things in this light and give the small 
maiuifacturei'S a cliance by litiiiig up a 
building for tliis piirpi'se, from which at 
tho same time he can realize a handsome 
pa'rcentage on his invuatment.

— The army of Uioks 
I'a.shii was destroyed by the forees of 
IClaedidi, tho Fnlso Prophet. l''ighting is 
saiil lo have continued from the lid to the 
uth iiiBt., and to have resulted in the com- 
plete a<inihilatii)n of the Egyptian troops 
The army of Hieks Pasha, which early 
in the battle was divided into two bodie.s, 
suliaei|ueiitly united and formed a Hi|uaie 
which tilt! fal.se prophet broke after throe 
days desporate lighting. The forces un- 
der tlieks Pasha comprised 'J.'i.OOO men, 
He had with him eluven Mritish ollieers. 

Captain tluoitton, who was with Uicks 
Panlia's forces, and wa.s disgniKod as a 
dervish, says that on the w.iy from tlii' 
battle tiidil he Counted If)!) wouudi'fl sur- 
vivors of tho engagument, aiiiiuig them a 
ICuropean artist named Powers. Hicks 
Pasha had divided his army, aending half 
tu 101 Oboid to demand the surrender of 
that jilaee. He awaited thi arrival of 
Mabdi, who was thought to be advancing 
from the southeast. Mahdi, howm'er, 
met the half of Hiel;s Paidia's army ad- 
vancing to El Obeid and attacked it 
During the battle flicks Paslia came up 
with the whide force and formed a hollow 
si]uai-e. Mahdi brought up frosh regular.f, 
who it is supposed were the aoldior8"c!ip 
tuffid when El Obeid foil, and who agreed 
to take service under El Mahdi. Tluwe 
iiniubei ed .'iOOO. The srpiaro of Hicks 
Pasha's men was then br(d<en and hi.i 
army annihilated, Engli.sh othcers with 
the Egyptian army. fought gallantly. The 
European who is escaped is thought to b« 
U'DiuiMvaii or Frank Vezotelly, of the 
London (iraphie. Hicks Pasha had 10,- 
000 soldiers and 2,000 camp followers.
